We enclose, herewith a certificate for your loved one, designed to prove that, though we 
cannot repay, we have not forgotton. We feel that the boys would want to preserve them. If 
your soldier or sailor is in the states you might wish to send the certificate to him. Otherwise 
it may be better to hold it. In any case we desire that, ultimately, it gets into his hands. 


At this Christmas time we extend to you and yours our sincere good wishes. We look for- 
ward, with you, to the return of peace to a world now torn em war, to the day when your loved 
one shall be restored to you.
